= - Peceiving recruits fast enough to respond to these de- 
¥ mands. Why so many pouns ladies should prefer to 
remain unmarried in the world than to join one of 
the Sisterhoods is difficult to explain. Arduous as the 
‘life of the good Sisters is, it is replete with merit and 
consolations, We have often wondered why many of 
our school girls, who, when under the care of the Sis- 
ters, longingly aspire to become religious, forget all 
about it after they are mixed up with the world for a 
few years. The struggle for existence might account 
for it. The Catholic girl who has completed ten or 
twelve years in a parish school finds it easy to secure 
eh ofitable employment, and even those of fourteen or 

teen, who quit their studies after only a common 
— ‘education, can get work. Parents argue that 

they cannot dispense with their assistance, and the 
gir s themselves, with a little money of their own, can 

more independent of their folks than they formerly 
were. 

However, all this betrays an improper conception 
of the relative. value of things, subordination of the 
spiritual to the temporal, But may it not result from 
our failure to acquaint them with the needs of the 
Church, with the merits of the religious life? We 
would, herewith, remind Catholic girls who would 
serve God and humanity to the best advantage, to give 
this matter a little more serious consideration, and, 
if necessary to take counsel. After this war, the num- 
ber of unmarried ladies is bound to be much larger; 
why should they not, therefore, think, of becoming 
spouses of Jesus Christ?
